The final report indicated that 
the faculty had exceeded its quota 
by $40 as only $424 had been re- 
quested of the college instructors.

Two origins of the belief that 
Friday is an ill-fated day have 
been traced to events in the Bible.

One of the most familiar origins 
of the supersition that 13 is an un- 
lucky number is traced to the Bib- 
lical Last Supper.

Among 
the Demigods he became “the 
chief author of human _ misfor- 
tune,” because he was evil, and 
because he was the 13th, the num- 
ber came to be looked upon as an 
omen of i]) luck.

BUREAUS STUDY RAIN CLOUDS

How many jaysee students knew whether it would 
rain when they planned to go to Irvine Park Tuesday for 
the annual fall picnic? How many knew how to find out if 
there was danger of rain? Somewhere in every daily news- 
paper, usually on the front page, there is a forecast of the 


daily weather. The United 
States Department of Agri- 
culture maintains a weather 
bureau which every day is- 
sues a forecast of the wea- 
ther. 

Jaysee even has its own bureau 
located on top of the board of 
education building and supplies 
reports to the: daily press. 

The forecast division of the 
Federal weather bureau has over 
two hundred principal stations all 
over the United States and the 
West Indies for the purpose of ob- 
serving the weather. These stations 
telegraph their observations 
twenty-four hours in advance td 
the central office in Washington, 
D.C. From there the forecasts are 
relayed to central forecast stations 
in Chicago, Denver, New Orleans, 
and San Francisco. 

From the central stations the 
forecasts are again relayed to 
about 1,600 distributing points all 
over the nation. They are then

WRITES ADVERTISING 


Writing advertising for the Santa Ana 
Register while still attending junior col- 
lege, is the start 19-year-old co-ed, Ruth 
Liggett, has made in her chosen career of 
journalism. 


Prior to her daily newspaper work, 
Ruth has had valuable experience in se- 
curing ads for the Santa Ana Senior high 
school Generator and El Don. She for- 
merly wrote an advertising -column for 
both school papers. 

LONG HOURS ; 

Miss Liggett spends from 12 to 16 hours 
a week in preparing her Register material, 
which runs, on the average, five columns 
a week. The time is well spent, too, ac- 
cording to Ruth, who believes that the 
advertising field holds a very promising 
future for girls who are willing to work. 

Her advertising column, “Let’s Go Buy- 
Buy with Betty Ann,” had been estab- 
lished for 15 years before Miss Liggett 
undertook the writing of it. It appears in 
the paper each Wednesday. She solicits 
her own material, and states that her cus- 
tomers seem to get good results. 


When questioned on the subject of the 
college girl’s expenses, Miss Liggett stated 
that she believed it possible for a jaysee 
co-ed to maintain herself comfortably on 
$50 or $75 a year if she lives at home.

@ Custodian’s Labors are Varied 
SUPPLIES DEVOURED 


Everything from denatured alcohol to 
steel wool—that’s the list of supplies 
which Charles Milner, jaysee custodian, 
must keep on hand to meet the needs of. 
campus requirements. More than 100 dif- 
ferent articles, including light bulbs, 
mops, paper towels and pens and inks 
are on the supply list of the college jani- 
tor. 

LIGHTS NEEDED 

“Just as an example, each year the 
college uses over 200 light bulbs in five 
different sizes,” Mr. Milner said. “So, we 
must keep a supply of every size on hand 
constantly. Not only that, we must also 
keep everything spic and span in each of 
the various campus buildings.” 

In speaking of the amount of things 
consumed in regular janitorial work here, 
it was pointed out that the staff of five 
janitors use some 50 boxes of matches 
each winter lighting the old-type fur- 
naces here in the building. “And those 
aren’t penny boxes either,’ Mr. Milner 
commented. 

Other articles furnished yearly by the 
staff include 25 gallons of liquid soap, 
15,000 drinking cups, 240,000 paper 
towels, 100 pounds of rags, and 100 
pounds of scouring compound. 

INK CONSUMED 

As a sideline, the jaysee custodian fur- 
nishes some 60 writing pens annually at 
examination time. With these go three 
quarts of ink and 1500 blotters. 

Mr. Milner as chief custodian, is aided 
by four or five student janitors. It is their 
duty to keep College hall, the board of 
education building, the science building, 
art bungalows and the “Y” clean at all 
times.—Ed Cox.
